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FOREWORD 


& 

T IS encouraging to note the increase of intelligent appre¬ 
ciation of architecture on the part of the public which has 
taken place during the last decade. That the frequency of 
exhibitions has contributed directly to this result in no 
inconsiderable degree there is no doubt. It is a well-known 
fact, however, that the proportion of the public to which 
architectural drawings make any appeal is comparatively small, and so it is 
probable that the good effects of an exhibition are chiefly felt by the archi¬ 
tects and designers themselves, who by it are given an opportunity to criticise 
and emulate the latest work of their contemporaries. A good exhibition is 
always stimulating to an architect and to those who are taking the first steps 
in their profession it is usually an occasion of intense interest. 

For in architecture, more than in any of the other arts, there is a con¬ 
stant interchange of ideas. In many cases it must be admitted that this 
amounts to mere imitation, but in general it should tend toward the develop¬ 
ment of style. All true styles have come into existence by men trying to build 
better and more beautiful buildings than their predecessors and contempo¬ 
raries, not by seeking after something utterly strange and new, but by trying 
to improve upon that with which they were familiar, letting the imagination 
play with the old motives, adapting them to ever-changing conditions and thus 
imparting to them a new meaning and the freshness of life. 

Our critics have long been in the habit of reproaching us for having 
failed to produce a native American style of architecture. We do not have 
far to seek for the reason of this failure; it is in the simple fact that the more 
that architects know about styles the less chance there is of their ever pro¬ 
ducing a style. Mediaeval builders knew only their Gothic, and when the 
classic ruins were uncovered the architects of the Renaissance had eyes for 
nothing else and strove only to recreate in their own way something of “the 
glory that was Greece and the grandeur that was Rome.” But it has been 
the misfortune of the architect of modern times that he has been familiar 
with all the styles that ever existed, from early Egyptian to latest Chi- 
cagoesque. Amid their conflicting claims it is not surprising that he should 
waver and be attracted now by one and now by another. 

It is only by maintaining a certain rigidity of purpose, concentrating our 
efforts on that style by which our highest success has been gained and which 
we have already come nearest to making our own that any real progress can 
be made. This is the course that has been followed by those whom we look 
up to as the leaders of our profession and to those who continue to follow it 
may fall the honor of developing our national style of architecture.
